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Mint  settles  on  design  honoring 
Homestead

WASHINGTON  —  The  U.S.  Mint  released  the  final  design  for 
Nebraska’s  new  quarter,  which  honor's  Homestead  National  Monu¬ 
ment. 


The  Treasury  secretary 
signed  off  on  a  civilian  advi¬ 
sory  committee’s  recom¬ 
mended  approach  -  a  wood 
cabin  and  water  pump, 
bracketed  by  ears  of  corn. 

It's  intended  to  represent 
“the  three  fundamentals  of 
survival  common  to  all 
homesteaders:  food,  shelter 
and  water."  according  to  the 
Mint. 


Homestead  Superintendent  Mark  Engller  had  pushed  unsuccessful¬ 
ly  for  the  inclusion  of  the  “Free  Land"  on  the  coin. 

That  slogan  was  used  to  promote  the  transformative  policy  of  han¬ 
dling  out  160  acres  for  free  to  anyone  willing  to  give  the  blood, 
sweat  and  tears  required  to  work  the  land  and  expand  the  country 
westward. 

Engler  praised  the  final  design  as  effective  and  beautiful,  saying  he 
was  glad  “Free  Land"  was  at  least  part  of  the  discussion.  He  noted 
that  the  Homestead  Act’s  history  stretched  over  123  years,  from

the  administration  of  President  Abraham  Lincoln  to  that  of  Ronald 
Reagan. 

“It's  a  law  that  was  really  unique  and  revolutionary  for  its  time  from 
the  standpoint  of  how  it  was  so  inviting  to  so  many  people  and 
how  it  really  changed  our  state,  our  nation  and  our  world  in  so 
many  ways,"  he  said,  “So  to  put  that  story  on  something  as  small 
as  a  quarter  is  really  challenging.” 

The  Mint  is  issuing  five  quarters  per  year  in  the  series  titled  Ameri¬ 
ca  the  Beautiful.  Each  quarter  represents  a  national  park  in  a  dif¬ 
ferent  state  or  territory. 

Engler  said  he  hopes  the  coin  sparks  greater  interest  in  the  home¬ 
steading  story  and  in  the  monument  located  outside  Beatrice.  He's 
working  with  the  Mint  on  a  launch  party  for  early  next  year. 
[Editors  note:  The  NNA  has  contacted  Mr.  Engler  and  has  offered 
any  assistance  to  him  in  promoting  the  Launch  Party.  Mr.  Engler 
has  graciously  accepted  the  offer  and  looks  forward  to  working 
with  the  NNA] 

“We're  very  honored  to  represent  the  state  of  Nebraska,”  Engler 
said.  “Knowing  that  45  percent  of  our  state  was  settled  through 
the  Homestead  Act,  I  think  it’s  very  fitting  and  I  think  it's  an  hon-

Engler  said  he  figures  he'll  pick  up  at  least  a  roll  for  himself  once 
the  quarters  are  available  for  purchase. 

The  release  date  has  been  set  for  February  9th,  2015.  How  ‘bout 
a  party?

Why  I  Collect  Coins

I  clearly  remember  my  first  coin.  It  was  a  1921  Morgan  Silver 
Dollar  from  my  Dad.  That  was  over  58  years  ago. 

That  single  solitary  coin  was  the  beginning  of  a  life-long  love 
of  numismatics.  Coins  were  my  passport  to  history  and  for¬ 
eign  lands. 

Beginning  when  I  was  12, 1  took  a  bus  each  week  to  a  neigh¬ 
boring  town  to  visit  its  W.T.  Grant  store.  There  I  spent  count¬ 
less  hours  looking  at  and  studying  the  assortment  of  coins, 
trying  to  determine  which  one  or  two  would  make  its  new 
home  in  my  collection  that  week. 

My  Mom  and  Dad  also  helped  my  collection  grow  by  donat¬ 
ing  pocket  change  on  a  regular  basis.  More  silver  dollars  and 
halves  arrived  as  birthday  and  Christmas  presents. 

None  of  my  relatives  collected  coins,  so  sharing  my  special 
stories  about  those  in  my  ever-growing  collection  were  only 
met  with  polite  comments  and  nods  of  heads.  As  an  only 
child,  coin  collecting  was  a  primary  source  of  entertainment 
and  learning  for  me.  You  see,  my  geography  classes  were 
even  more  fun  since  I  had  learned  the  location,  capital, etc.  of 
many  foreign  countries  from  the  coins  in  my  collection.  Even 
in  my  classes  in  U.S.  history,  I  could  relate  many  events  to 
the  coins  in  my  collection.

My  zeal  for  coin  collecting  waned  slightly  during  my  high 
school  and  college  days.  I  still  kept  my  collection  up-to-date 
and  even  added  to  it.  But  those  years  were  filled  with  other 
responsibilities  and  interests. 

Sharon  and  I  have  been  happily  married  for  going  on  46 
years.  My  bride  has  always  encouraged  my  hobby  and  has 
even  suggested  some  fine  additions  to  my  collection.  Our 
children,  Suzanne  and  Rich,  showed  a  passing  interest  in 
coins,  which  soon  faded  as  they  entered  their  teens. 

As  I  neared  retirement,  I  found  my  passion  for  coin  collecting 
grew  even  greater.  I  had  reached  my  goals  for  my  U.S.  Coins, 
while  my  interest  in  foreign  coins  faded.  Now  what?  I  had 
reached  my  long  sought-after  objectives  and  my  coin  collec¬ 
tion  was  everything  1  had  ever  wished  for. 

The  answer  was  simple.  I  just  set  new  goals,  including  mov¬ 
ing  into  the  realm  of  U.S.  Gold  Coins,  especially  those  of 
fractional  denominations.  I  also  found  myself  concentrating 
on  U.S.  Silver  Coins  -  the  older  the  better. 

To  finance  my  new  goals,  I  downsized  my  collection,  selling 
all  of  my  non-silver  cents  (large  and  small),  two-cents,  three - 
cents,  nickels,  half  dimes,  etc.  In  their  place  came  90%,  40% 
and  35%  silver  coins.  My  gold  collection  has  also  continued 
to  grow. 

You  see.  I’ve  never  lost  my  thrill  of  collecting  coins.  My  fo¬ 
cus  may  have  changed  but  not  the  fascination  that  coins  hold 
for  me.  The  U.S.  Collection  that  I've  assembled  holds  more 
history  than  any  school  text  book.  I  even  teach  a  course  on

coin  collecting  for  the  local  county  college.  It's  my  favorite. 

My  collecting  has  also  evolved  into  buying,  selling  and  trading 
silver  and  gold  coins  locally  and  at  the  many  coin  shows  in  my 
area,  which  I  attend  with  my  special  friend  and  fellow- 
collector,  Keith. 

An  important  goal  for  me  is  to  share  my  joy  of  coin  collecting 
with  young  and  old  alike.  Without  new  collectors  from  each 
generation,  coin  collecting  would  literally  disappear.

As  reported  in  the  Omaha  World-Herald  on  Monday,  Sep¬ 
tember  15th,  the  House  of  Representatives  approved  by  a  voice 
vote,  legislation  to  mint  commemorative  coins  recognizing  the 
Boys  Town  Centennial  in  2017,  The  coins  would  include  a  $5 
gold,  $1  silver  and  clad  half  in  both  proof  and  uncirculated. 
Nebraska  2nd  district  Representative  Lee  Terry,  introduced  the 
legislation. 

The  measure  now  awaits  similar  action  in  the  Senate.
